Thomas H. Peck, general passenger agent for 
. the Union Pacific, who visited San Pedro in con¬ 
nection with the opening of the new depot on 
Terminal Island, recalled the days when Los 
Angeles was a city of 50,000 population and 
12,000 of its residents came to the local, beach 
in one day to bask in the sunshine and enjoy the 
surf. 

Those were the days when Redondo and Santa 
Monica were looked upon as possible centers of 
shipping, while San Pedro’s beach on Terminal 
Island, the quietest and most pleasing of all in 
Southern California, was the popular resort. 
\ong Beach was a village. 

Judge William H. Savage, one of the older 
^d most prominent attorneys of this city, re¬ 
calls the days when the PalosVq^as«*ii^^ 
dovered with a huge forest, wmch burned in tne 
latter part of the nineteenth century.

The old Drum barracks in Wilmington, located 
on the street named after them, are still stand¬ 
ing.

The eight miles of storm drain¬

Noted Financier Tells 
His Ambition At 
Chamber Event 


A leading topic for discussion in 


San Pedro business circles today 
is the ambition of Frank A. Van¬ 
derlip, internationally known bank¬ 
er and financier, former assistant 
secretary of the U, S. treasury, 

I president of the City National bank 
[of New York, a director and finan¬ 
cial adviser of scores of the lead 
ing corporations of America, and 
now a permanent resident of 
Portuguese Bend, to leave as a 
monument to his memory an in¬ 
telligent, high class development of 
the shore line between San Pedro 
and Redondo Beach that will be* 
unique in work of this kind, not 
only in California, but In all the 
W'orld. 

This ambition Mr. Vanderlip 
confided to a group of city and 
county officials gathered at Sepul¬ 
veda Park yesterday as guests of 
the San Pedro Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and Councilman Colden. 

President Henning of the cham¬ 
ber turned the gavel over to Mi. 
f Colden after a splendid luncheon 
had been served under the direction 
of Jimmie Dodson. 

Colden called on all of the 
councilmen and supervisors pres¬ 
ent for short talks, but the one 
that aroused the keenest interest 
and closest attention was that of 
Vanderlip, who admonished the city 
officials who had been kidding 
! each other, that the White Point 
sewer outfall was a serious matter 
and there were few things they 
nad under consideration of more 
importance. 

“I have been interested in the 
growth of San Pedro for ten 
years,” he said, “and I feel that 
this community is going to be the 
center of a great growth. Since 1 
became interested in the Palos 
Verdes property I have been study¬ 
ing plans for its development that 
have been carefully considered and 
I hope to make this* development a 
monument to my effort in the way 
of an intelligent, high class de¬ 
velopment that shall be unique 
not only for Southern California 
but for the entire country. 

“I do not know much about the 
seWer problems here, but I do know 
something of menace of sewage on 
the Atlantic coast and I believe 
you have here a problem of enorm- 
‘ous importance and few thing of 
greater importance. In the light of 
such information as I have I feel 
that the location of the proposed 
outfall here would be very unde¬ 
sirable.” 

The only other serious talk of 
the day was a report from Council¬ 
man Criswell, who had just re¬ 
turned from Washington, where he 
spent several weeks in the interest 
of the Swing-Johnson bill. He 
was highly elated over the results 
in getting President Coolidge and 
'Secretary Hoover back of the bill 
and told those present that it is 
of such vast importance that in 
comparison “all the damned sewers 
at San Pedro did not amount to 
anything.” 

During the program brief talks 
were made by County Supervisors 
Cogswell and Wright, by City 
Health Commissioner Parrish, by 
Assistant City Attorney Whiting 
and by Roman Sepulveda. In his 
remarks to the gathering Presiden 
Boyle Workman of the City Coune 
promised the people of San Pedn 
that city officials would give ser¬ 
ious consideration to the problem 
of the White Point sewer outfall.

Most of the privately owned 
property in the area covered by 
the proposed park is owned by 
members of the Point Firmin asso¬ 
ciation so its approval is consid¬ 
ered a big boost for the park 
project. Some opposition to the 
projejet was manifested at last 
night’s meeting but the great ma¬ 
jority of opinion was in favor of 
condemnation proceedings. 

Mr. Colden pointed out the ad¬ 
vantages to San Pedro of the pro- * 
posed oceanside park at the foot 
of the Palos Verde-a—h-i+hr over¬ 
looking the harbor and gave sta¬ 
tistics on the probable cost of the 
undertaking.

The proposed improvement would 
cost about $1,000,000, Mr. Colden 
said, and should San Pedro under¬ 
take it alone it would cost the, 1 
community $72,500 a year, which 
at 4 per cent interest on a bond 
issued would mean $2.10 per thou¬ 
sand or 21 cents per hundred on 
San Pedro’s assessed valuation of 
$35,000,000. 

Mr. R. G. Dupuy of the associa¬ 
tion pointed out that a big park at 
Point Firmin would have a prac¬ 
tical as well as aesthetic value. In 
raising bond issues for financing 
development of what Mr. Dupuy 
termed, “our infant harbor” Los 
Angeles could bring its citizens 
down to the big waterfront park 
overlooking the harbor and sea for 
a gigantic barbecue and properly 
impress them with the beauties 
and potential possibilities of the 
harbor in the Interests of the bond 
issue. 

The association voted to request 
the city engineer to cut off limbs 
of trees which overhang the streets 
in the Point Firmin district and 
considered a report of Engineer 
Hughes on the sewer outfall con¬ 
troversy. It was suggested that 
the association might Be called 
upon for further contributions to 
the fund behind San Pedro’s fight 
to keep a sewer outfall away from 
White Point.

Outfall Suggested as Four 
Miles Out? Into Ocean 
From Channel. 


Use of the flood control chan¬ 
nel as a possible main outfall for 
the metropolitan, sanitary sewer 
system is now under consideration. 
County Sanitary Sewer Engineer 
A. K. Warren, who is in charge of 
the $12,000,000 project from which 
Long Beach recently withdrew, 
brought an Eastern expert who is 
now in the County employ, to Long 
Beach this week to look over the 
situation. 

The opposition from Wilming¬ 
ton, San Pedro and the .Palos 
Verdes Estate to the White’sPoint 
ovfcfsttl fffWJCJHl'd by Mr. Warren 
has led to authorization for a sur¬ 
vey of comparative costs of the 
White's Point and Long Beach 
flood control channel by the 
county. 

Mr. Warren, in company with 
'ivIrrGoodnow, the expert employed 
by the County to make the survey, 
discussed the situation on his visit 
here, with Director of Public Serv¬ 
ice Van Alstine. The Wilmington 
and San Pedro Chambers of Com¬ 
merce have raised strong objec¬ 
tion to the location of the sanitary 
sewer outfall at White’s Point. 

Palos Verdes Objections. 

Recently the Vanderlip interests 
connected with the Palos Verdes 
Estates joined hands with the two 
communities in opposing that out¬ 
fall. They suggested to the County 
that a survey should be made to 
determine the cost, practicability 
and other features of using the 
flood control channel for an 
outfall. 

As a result of this the County 
engaged Mr. Goodnow, who has 
had extensive experience on the 
Massachusetts Coast with sanitary 
severs, to make a study and report 
on the feasibility of the two sites 
proposed for an outfall. This is 
expected to require about three 
months. The proposal of the Wil¬ 
mington and San Pedro Chambers 
of Commerce includes running the 
sewer tube under the flood con¬ 
trol channel, beginning at a -1 point 
on the east bank in the northern 
part of Long Beach and then ex¬ 
tending it four miles into the ocean 
at the channel's mouth. This they 
contend would take it far enough 
to sea to guarantee the currents 
not bringing it back to shore. 

Mr. Van Alstine pointed out to 
Messrs. Warren and Goodnow that 
an outfall from the flood control 
channel as proposed would offer 
distance but not depth and that in 
his judgment both depth and diSr-

California BuildingyCr 1925 

Consistent Progress Shown Throughout State 


H EALTHY, consistent progress 
in building in California 
marked the year 1925. While Los 
Angeles led in the value of the per¬ 
mits issued: fui honicb :-iid Busin cs-e* 

buildings, other smaller cities 
showed a very much larger percent¬ 
age of increase in this activity. 

Beverly Hills gained more than 
100 per cent in the amount of its 
permits; while Santa Barbara al¬ 
most doubled its construction of 
1924, due to the rebuilding program , • 
under way there. San Diego showed 
an increase in permit values of: 
nearly $6,000,000 and many other 
cities of the state showed an encour¬ 
aging upward trend. 

The estimated valuation of build¬ 
ing during the year in San Francisco 1 
was well over $50,000,000, while 
Oakland showed a total of $39,176.- 
313; Sacramento, $11,344077 and 
Berkeley, $10,058,729. 

Los Angeles continued to lead the 
Pacific Coast in the number and 
value of permits—a grand total of ! 
$152,636,436 for the year, with 14,194 
dwellings and apartments valued at 
$52,780,198 and providing accom¬ 
modations for nearly 20,000 fam¬ 
ilies. Compared with the record of 
1924 these figures show a slacken¬ 
ing of housing activities reflected 
for the most part in the building of 
apartments and courts in which this 
city was overbuilt a year ago. 

The percentage of vacancies in 
all types of houses has been consid¬ 
erably reduced in recent months 
and any marked influx of popula¬ 
tion would quickly exhaust the ex¬ 
isting surplus. 

While there was some shifting 
of building activities during 1925, 
most of the cities in the Pacific 
Southwest retained their relative 
standings throughout the year, ac¬ 
cording to “Southwest Builder and 
Contractor.” Long Beach with a 
slightly reduced total led the cities 
outside Los Angeles; San Diego 
with a record total was second; 
Beverly Hills with a total double 
that for 1924 was third; Glendale 
was fourth, Pasadena fifth, Santa 
Barbara sixth and Santa Monica 
seventh. 

Encouraging gains are shown by 
a large number of other smaller 
cities of the state and the prospects 
for 1926 are still more promising.

Lewis investors numbering more 
than 10.000 from all parts of the 
United States, particularly the mid¬ 
west, were hit when he w^as cast 
into bankruptcy January 5, 192o, 
after creditors had filed involun- 
tary proceedings against him on j 
December 15, 1924. 

For a year civil strife waged 
about the Lewis holdings, minority 
and majority creditors making a 
desperate battle over A. R- Ruth¬ 
erford, trustee of the estate, until 
a few r months ago a compromise 
was effected, by w'hich Robert M. 
Clark and Victor Shaw were ap¬ 
pointed trustees to serve along 
with Rutherford. 

huge lawsuit 

After being adjudged bankrupt, 
Lewis filed a list of his debts and 
assets, losting the latter at $23,- 
000.000, $17,000,000 of which in¬ 
volves a suit against the Title In¬ 
surance and Trust Company and 
$250,000 represented by a suit 
egainst the Uhion Oil Company for 
asserted damages to a Lewis well 
in Signal Hill. 

Neither of the suits has been de¬ 
cided, and, according to Referee 
Earl E. Moss, they do not consti¬ 
tute tangible assets.

Interesting information on the 
program of the Regional Planning 
Commission for boulevards, parks 
and beaches was given by Secretary 
Hugh R. Pomeroy at the joint 
meeting of the Long Beach Blvd. 
and tfie Manchester Avenue Im¬ 
provement Associations at Dudlext 
A'uritorium Friday night. 

According to Mr. Pomeroy, it is 
planned to have a system of thor¬ 
oughfares that will be boulevards in 
fact as well as in name. These are 
to be from 200 to 300 feet wide, 
beautified with trees and shrubbery, 
and zoned against business. There- 
will also be additional industrial 
arteries, as well as the system for 
general vehicular traffic. One dis¬ 
trict in the Pa los Verde s region has 
already been formed to build an 
eleven-mile boulevard 22 5 feet wide 
which will end in a public park 
on the beach at either terminus/

lav' Tho.vq _to*d the realty 
board, at the regular meeting of 
that organization this afternoon,* 
something of the methods neces¬ 
sary to acquire park areas. It was 
pointed out by Mr. Thompson that 
the county planning commission is 
thoroughly familiar with the needs 
of the county and has comprehen¬ 
sive plans which look nice on paper 
but need money to be executed. 

There are now two ways by j 
which parks may be acquired. Here- ! 
tofore there has been no method ] 
! by which parks might be obtained 
by the district method, but it is now 
possible under the Acquisition and 
Improvement Act of 1925, more 
popularly known as the Matoon 
Act, to do this. The other rtiethod 
is by regular taxation. 

In some sections of the county 
the district method of obtaining 
large park areas is already being 
invoked, notably in the southwest 
section of the county, where a 400- 
acre tract of land adjoining the 
Palos Verges, development is being 
p 1 amied Tor park purposes by the 
districting of some 30,000 acres of 
surrounding land. 

It is also proposed that the coun¬ 
ty supervisors put back a four cent 
tax which was dropped last year to 
l raise funds for park purposes. The 
' crying need in the county just at 
present, as pointed out by Mr. 
Thompson, is the acquisition of 
publicly owned beach frontage. 
Most beach frontage today is pri¬ 
vately owned, worth from $75 to 
$300 and $400 a front foot, and 
going up rapidly. Unless property 
abutting the ocean is soon ac¬ 
quired for public use the ocean will 
be practically closed as far as the 
public enjoyment of it is concerned. 

Mr. Thompson mentioned several 
park areas, as yet only in the ten¬ 
tative stage, which it is hoped will 
sooner or later be built in this dis¬ 
trict. Among them is a park area 
adjoining the proposed skyline 
drive along the hills from here to 
Pomona, which drive is now being 
surveyed.* It is also proposed by 
the planners to eventually make 
the San Gabriel river basin a park 
area after the flood control pro¬ 
gram is put through. 

All of these plans sound very 
nice as explained by Mr. Thomp¬ 
son, but as it was pointed out, they 
cost money and there are only the 
two ways of gettingit, by districts 
or by taxation. 

It was further pointed out that 
the criticism that the east side of 
the county is not profiting from the 
tax money as much as the west side 
of Los Angeles is no longer true 
as. in the past two years, chiefly 
through the efforts of the East 
Side Organization, the East Side 
has been getting every considera¬ 
tion, particularly in the matter of 
highway development, and that 
with continued pressure from the 
East Side Organization and other 
organizations this consideration 
will continue.

The year 192 6 will witness 
the greatest activity in real estate 
in Southern California sincq the 
peak year of 1923, In the opinion 
of Jay Lawyer, general manager 
of the but

Citizens’ Committee Feels 
The Metropolitan Plan 
Should Carry 


Expressing the opinion that the 
people had been ill advised at 
the Bond Eelection held January 
26, Charles Morse, told the meet¬ 
ing of the Citizens’ Campaign 
Committee of the county sanita¬ 
tion district number 7, held at 
the school house at Altadena last 
Friday, that the Metropolitan 
Sewer System plan should be car¬ 
ried out since it is the most con¬ 
venient, satisfactory and economi¬ 
cal plan possible. Mr. Morse also 
made a report of what had trans¬ 
pired since the last meeting and 
told the general conditions at 
present. 

Thomas E. Berkebite of Monte¬ 
rey Park gave a resume history 
of the conditions surrounding the 
Pasadena Sewer Farm, pointing 
out the nuisance of sewage dis¬ 
posal through that plan. 

Fred Beaty of Montebello, presi¬ 
dent of the East Side organiza¬ 
tion, spoke of the needs of a 
metropolitan sewer system. He 
pointed out that the metropolitan 
area of Los Angeles County was 
destined to become one of the 
greatest in the United States and 
that it is highly important that 
the district take immediate steps 
for establishing an efficient se¬ 
wage disposal system. 

Warren Speaks 

A. K. Warren, chief Engineer 
of Los Angeles County sanitation 
districts, spoke on the costs of 
the proposed system, comparing 
them with the costs of the Pasa¬ 
dena feewage farm. He pointed 
out that the Metropolitan Sewer 
System plan was the cheapest 
feasible. City engineers, W. J. 
Fox of South Pasadena and Harry 
Blake of Alhambra supported Mr. 
Warren in agreeing that the 
Metropolitan System is the cheap¬ 
est.

News that Frank A. Vanderlip 
had accepted the presidency of the 
San Pedro Chamber of Commerce 
created quite a sensation in San 
Pedro yesterday.

Why don’t yo\ji build a Hollywood 
bowl right in .the hills here. Pick 
out a spot / already graded by 
nature. Let people know you have 
such advantages and it wilf help 
you sell lots to people who can 
appreciate your climate. 

“I am not an advertising man 
but I believe that if Southern 
California/could have an inch in 
the eastern papers telling every 
day what v tyie weather is here, It 
would bring; more people here than 
anything e/se.

Frederick Law Olmstead, greatest 
living landscape architect, is the 
third distinguished name to be 
associated with the bowl in the 
Palos Verdes Hills proposed as a 
first step toward making San Ped¬ 
ro the center of culture in Cali¬ 
fornia, The idea, offered by 
Frank A. Vanderlip, financier of 
world-wide renown, intrigued the 
interest of Mrs. J. J. Carter, spon¬ 
sor of the famous Hollywood bowl, 
and Mrs. Carter will bring with 
her to San Pedro next week to 
assist local committees in the 
selection of a site for the bowl, Mr. 
Olmstead, who will likewise offer 
his advice in the selection and plan 
of the open air theatre. 

Mr. Olmstead, the third of his 
line to become famous as a de¬ 
signer of cities, parks, memorials 
and such, wa sthe designer of the 
Lincoln Memorial in Washington, 
the layout of Leland Stanford 
University campus, Central Park in 
New York City, Balboa Park in 
San Diego, St. Francis Wood in 
San Francisco and many other 
works of distinction. The develop¬ 
ment of the city of Washington, 

D. C., has been placed in his 
charge by the government and he 
is one of the three men who drew' 
up the major traffic plan for Los 
Angeles. He has been called into 
consultation by Mr. Vanderlip in 
the development of *iis estate at 
Portuguese Bend and heis over¬ 
seeing the Palos 
development.

PUBLICITY on inspection of 
possible sites for the pro¬ 
posed federal building may be a 
bit mature, in view of the fact 
that the ■••'•bill, providing the ap¬ 
propriation has not yet passed 
the Senate.

State Official Says Pros¬ 
pects Poor of 
Getting Oil 


Further operations at the oil 
well being drilled at Point Firmin 
by the Point Firmin Oil company 
are unjustified on the basis of 
probable commercial oil or gas 
, production, it was announced to- 
I day as the result of the Investiga¬ 
tions of L. W. Saunders, operative 
of the state mining bureau, depart¬ 
ment of gas and petroleum. Mr. 
Saunders’ report on the well was 
forwarded to the Los Angeles de¬ 
partment of playground and educa¬ 
tion, from which the Point Firmin 
company has a lease for operating 
the well. The investigation was 
requested by the city department 
as basis for cancelling the lease, 
the property to be used in the 
development of the Cabrillo Re¬ 
creation Beach project. 

In his conclusions, Mr. Saund¬ 
ers finds that after four and a 
halt years the well is being drilled 
ert 2680 feet, 1000 less than at¬ 
tained a year ago, although mo3t 
5000 feet prospect wells in the 
Los Angeles basin are completed 
or abandoned within 18 months. 
That obstacle cable equipment is 
being used instead of rotary tools, 
and that the use of the former is 
no longer justifiable. That the 
diameter of the hole, 8 1-4 inches 
at 1515 feet, precludes the pos¬ 
sibility of making a satisfactory 
deep hole test, and that the hole 
must be still further reduced to 
reach 3715 feet, reached in earlier 
drilling.

The issuance of the 
patent divested the government of 
all title to and removed from this 
office all jurisdiction over the land. 
Accordingly, all applications for any 
lands embraced in this patent must 
necessarily be rejected."

The Chamber will first oppose 
Mr. Warren in the Los Angeles 
City Council in his attempt to run 
pipe lines to the point beneath the 
streets of San Pedro. 

Mr. Warren, it is understood, will 
interpret Mr. Goodnough’s report 
which recommended placing the 
outfall east of White Point as sup¬ 
port of his plan to run the sewer 
out to sea from the point, while 
the Chamber will contend that the 
report makes the placing of the 
outfall off White Point or Point 
Firmin optional. The State Board 
of Health, which has received a 
copy of the expert’s report, will de¬ 
cide on the merits of the case after 
a hearing in which both sides will 
be heard. 

Proposed by Chamber. 

The Point Firmin site was pro¬ 
posed by the Chamber at the last 
hearing as a favored alternative to 
White Point site, objecting to Point 
Firmin site on the ground that it 
will lower real estate values in the 
choicest residential district of the 
city. The Palo§ j _J^fejB^Mki i syndicate 
and other organizations object to 
the White Point site for the same 
reason. All agree that locating the 
outfall in San Pedro bay or off the 
Long Beach flood control channel 
is impracticable. 

Mr. Goodnough, in his report, 
Shows that the outfall can be run 
^000 feet out to sea at a minimum 
cost with eminently satisfactory re¬ 
sults anywhere in the area between 
White Point and Point Firmin. The 
Chamber..will argue that the Point 
Firmin site is more suitable, inas¬ 
much as the report indicates that 
sewage would be carried directly 
out to sea from that location. 

Parallel to Coast. 

The data show's that the sea cur¬ 
rents run parallel to the coast 
from White Point nearly to Point 
Firmin, where they swing out to 
sea, hence an outfall off White 
Point would tend to distribute a 
certain amount of waste matter 
along the shore line, while an out¬ 
fall at the latter point would send 
its cargo directly out into the Cata¬ 
lina channel. 

It is hoped that Mr. Warren will 
compromise when confronted with 
the unalterable opposition of the 
harbor interests and approve the 
Point Firmin compromise plan. 
Otherwise the plans for the outfall 
will be held up indefinitely by liti¬ 
gation if not immediately defeated, 
Chamber officials point out. 

Former Judge Leslie R. Hewett 
has been employed by the San Pe¬ 
dro Chamber to lead the legal bat¬ 
tle of the interests opposed to the 
White Point plan.

body of water capable of diluting 
it thoroughly and contmously at 
all times. In inland cities and dis¬ 
tricts where no adequate body oi 
water is available for the effective 
dilution of the sewage itself, treat¬ 
ment of the sewage for the remov¬ 
al of the offensive properties 
therefrom is essential. 

Where adequate dilution is avail 
able, and especially where it is pos 
sible to discharge sewage into the 
sea at a suitable outlet, the sewage 
is disposed of more effectively and 
thoroughly and in a more satisfac¬ 
tory manner than by any other

In case of the Los Angeles Coun

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TO SURVEY FOR 
OUTFALL HERE 

Conference Leads to 
New Survey to Give 
More Data . 


City Sewer Engineer Knowlton 
will make a survey of tide con¬ 
ditions off Point Firmin as a 
basis for a decision on the prac¬ 
ticability of permitting the con¬ 
struction of an outfall for the 
county sanitation district’s sewer 
6000 or more feet off the proposed 
Cabrillo Recreation beach as a 
result of yesterday’s conference 
of the forces opposed to County 
Sanitation Engineer A. K. War¬ 
ren’s plan for an outfall off White 
Point. The conference was held 
in the office of Councilman Charles 
J. Golden, uptown, and was at¬ 
tended by representatives of the 
local Chamber of Commerce and 
other organizations opposed to the 
Warren outfall plan. 

The conference was attended by 
President Van Griffith of the Los 
Angeles Park Commission, and P 
C. Beecher, a member of the city 
playground commission, on whose 
suggestion the current survey 
was authorized. If the survey 
shows that an outfall off Point 
Firmin will shoot sewage out to 
sea and in no way 'contaminate 
the waters off the beach proposed 
by the playground commission and 
the bluff ~ park to be extended 
southwest from Point Firmin Park 
by ythe park commission, these 
bodies will give their consent to 
the compromise plan sponsored by 
the local chamber for the outfall 
off Point Firmin and it will be 
proposed to the state board of 
health. 

In the event that the survey 
shows danger of pollution, the 
chamber and other organizations 
opposed to the Warren plan will 
fight to a finish to prevent the 
location of a sewer outfall any¬ 
where in the viicnity of San Pe¬ 
dro. 

Two tentative locations were 
suggested for the outfall at yes¬ 
terday’s conference and both will 
be considered by Knowlton In 
making the current survey. They 
are 6000 or more feet due south 
of Point Firmin, and 6000 feet or 
more southeast of Point Firmin. 
The survey may take 30 days for 
completion, so it was resolved to 
petition the state health board, 
arbiter in the dispute, to post¬ 
pone continuance of its hearing 
on the subject to give time for 
the survey. 

The conference was called to 
plan action on the outfall dispute, 
immediate renewal of which is 
expected following the report of 
X. H. Goodnough, sanitation engi¬ 
neering expert, of Boston, advis¬ 
ing the construction of the outfall 
4000 feet off White Point or Point 
Firmin, or between th^ two prom¬ 
inences. Mr. Good rio'ugh found 
that sea currents ran parallel to 
the coast from a: point east of 
White Point to a* point southeast, 
of Point Firmin wheFe they swung 
directly out to sea.

It will be the first time in his¬ 
tory, Mr. Reed stated, that real 
estate men and subdividers and 
city planning experts will come 
together for a discussion and 
study of their mutual problems 
and to formulate a program for 
city planning acceptable to both.

Pales Verdes 
Hills Give Up 
Ancient Relics 

Specimens Indicate tleyated 
Area Along Ocean Once 
Home of Primitive Man 


j Abundant evidence that the 
Palos Verdes Estates was once a 
favorite hunting ground of early 
American Indians and possibly of 
j prehistoric man has been found re- 
j cently by residents. Arrows, spears, 
f tomahawks and pottery have been 
found in great numbers on the hill¬ 
sides and in a few instances exca¬ 
vations for new homes have un¬ 
earthed relics of considerable eth¬ 
nological and anthropological value. 

1 John Kohler, a Palos Verdesan, 
has collected over a hundred me¬ 
mentos of ancient origin. He has 
made a study of Indian lore for 
twenty years and declares that the 
Palos Verdes relics indicate that 
Southern California was once in¬ 
habited by powerful aijd war-like 
tribes of American Indians. 

One of the most interesting pieces 
of the Kohler collection is a “left- 
handed” spearhead. It was so fash¬ 
ioned that in flying through the 
air it rotated to the left instead of 
the right. This type was used only 
by “medicine” men, according to 
Kohler, and in case a man was 
found murdered with such a spear¬ 
head, it was considered that the 
medicine man had a right to kill 
his victim, and no punishment was 
attempted. 

Jay Lawyer, general manager of 
the Palos Verdes Estates, will sub¬ 
mit several of the specimens to the 
Smithsonian Institution in Wash¬ 
ington and others to the archae¬ 
ological departments of the varans 
schools located in Southern Cirffror- 
nia.

In his letter to Registrar Smith, 
Commissioner Spry points out that: 

“The land is within the exterior 
limits of a confirmed Mexican land 
grant known as the Rancho de Los 
Palos Verdes, surveyed by Deputy 
Surveyor Henry Handock in Septem¬ 
ber, 1859, which survey was approv¬ 
ed by the United States surveyor- 
general on September 19, 1859, and 
a patent was issued in accordance 
with the survey, June 22, 1880. 

“The issuance of the patent divest¬ 
ed the government of all title to, and 
removed from this office all jurisdic¬ 
tion over the land. Accordingly, all 
applications for any lands embraced 
in said patent must necessarily be 
rejected.”

This was a thousand years B. C.—at 
the time the Phoenicians were devising 
their alphabet. 

The first important discoveries of the 
laws of sound were made in the sixth 
century, B. C., by Pythagoras. 

Modern development of music dates 
principally from the eighteenth century, 
and is a little older than our Constitu¬ 
tion.

Climaxing the bitter controversy 
between city and county over tbe 
proposal to locate an outfall sewer 
in front of Cabrillo Beach, site c! 
one of the municipal recreation 
projects, final hearing on the 
county's application to dispose of 
sewage at White’s Point will be 
held by the state Board of Health 
tomorrow. 

STRENUOUS PROTEST 

Strenuously protested by the San 
Pedro Chamber of Commerce, head¬ 
ed by Frank Vanderlip, who is said 
to have a large interest in the Palos 
Tfr taies. which adjoin 
White’s Point, the proposed loca¬ 
tion of the outfall at that site was 
provisionally pigeonholed by county 
•sanitary engineers and termination 
the sewer in the Cabrillo Beach 
area offered as an alternative. 

This plan calls for the construc¬ 
tion of the outfall to a point 5000 
feet from the tide line on the cliffs 
of Point Firmin park, under which 
lies the submerged tract known as 
Cabrillo Beach. The city play¬ 
ground department plans to build a 
seawall 1000 feet from the present 
shore line and fill in the interven¬ 
ing area, thus providing space for 
a vast recreation center. 

HOSTILE HERE ALSO 

Although the San Pedro Chamber 
of Commerce and Frank Vanderlip 
are opposed to an outfall at White s 
Point, they are also hostile to sew¬ 
age disposal at Cabrillo Beach and 
strongly favor the Playground 
Commission’s project, which they 
have proposed be paid for by an 
assessment district taking in the 
entire San Pedro district. 

Playground Commission has 
gone on record as opposing the con¬ 
templated outfall at White’s Point, 
Point Firmin or anywhere in the 
Cabrillo Beach area, while the re¬ 
port of X. H. Goodnough, New 
York engineer, to County Sanitary 
Engineer Warren, which will be 
laid before the State Board of

Mrs. Lewis, he says, will probably sell her 
houses and other Atascadero interests and will reside elsewhere. 

Mr. Lewis is to be commended on his decision, for it is the right thing for him to do in justice 
to himself, to his thousands of creditors and to Mr. Willett. It undoubtedly means a sacrifice and 
perhaps a heartache on his part, but these cannot equal the sacrifices and the heartaches which his 
failures over a period of 20 years have brought to thousands of creditors who followed him with a 
confidence and faith almost divine. 

Mr. Lewis will drive away from Atascadero in a Cadillac sports car, of the latest model, to 
enterprises in which he lias a one-half interest and full control over the capital investment, al¬ 
though his creditors entered this peculiar partnership and financed him entirely when he was pre¬ 
sumably a penniless bankrupt. Mrs. Lewis now has properties valued at more than $100,000, accu¬ 
mulated, at least in large part, during the years her husband has been leader at University City, 
Atascadero and Palos Verdes. 

Unless Mr. Lewis involves his and Mrs. Lewi^’ holdings in his mine and oil schemes and loses 
all, they are assured more than a comfortable living for jthe balance of their lives. They have 
amassed fortunes, through the help of his creditors, that will guarantee freedom from privation in 
their old age, and it does not seem likely that Mr. Lewis, with his knowledge of .the hazards in oil 
and mines, will ever risk their personal fortunes in these enterprises. 

With Mr. and Mrs. Lewis comfortably cared for, as many creditors unselfishly would have 
them, it is now time for all creditors to look after their own interests. Many of them are aged 
and decrepit and living in dire poverty as a result of their speculations with Mr. Lewis. These 
are the ones who should receive the sympathy and the attention of all able-bodied creditors and 
of Mr. Willett and Mr. Lewis. There is no time for bitter fighting between the present leader and 
the former leader, because the casualties of such warfare will fall among the creditors, not among 
he leaders. 

Mr. Lewis' recent attack upon Atascadero and Mr. Willett, while unjustifiable, is explainable, 
t is the age-old jealousy, probably arising unconsciously in Mr. Lewis, that dislikes to see a suc¬ 
cessor succeed where he has failed. Mr. Lewis will not admit this or even believe it, for he does not 
Analyze himself. But it is a ruling truth — the failure considers it an excellent joke on his suc¬ 
cessor when he fails also. 

Mr. Willett, with the splendid training he has received in the business world, is accomplishing 
miraculous successes with Lewis properties which were formerly considered white elephants. A 
property which has lost money for years, suddenly becomes a profit maker when Mr. Willett ac¬ 
quires it for the creditors and installs his own business system. This knowledge of business enter¬ 
prises made him a financial success before coming to Atascadero and now gives guarantee that the 
creditors' businesses will also be financial successes. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Lewis has been chagrined to see properties which he lost through 
poor business management, turned into commercial successes overnight. • (Continued on Page 4.)

latest Spanish grant raid, in so 
tar as the federal land office is con¬ 
cerned, has ended as dismally as all 
previous ones, the most notable of 
which is the Irvine ranch in Orange 
-€©wnty. 

In his letter to Registrar Smith, 
.Commissioner Spry points out that: 
>^“The land is within the exterior 
limits of a confirmed Mexican land 
grant known as the Rancho de Los 
Palos Verdes, surveyed by Deputy 
Snrveyar Henry Hancock in Septem¬ 
ber, 1859, which survey was approv¬ 
ed by the United States surveyor gen¬ 
eral on September* 19, 1859, and a 
patent was issued in accordance with 
the survey, June 22, 1880. 

. “The issuance of the patent divest¬ 
ed the government of all title to, and 
removed from this office all juris¬ 
diction over the land. Accordingly, 
all applications for any lands em¬ 
braced in said patent must necessa- 
* rily be rejected.”

(Gardena Valley IS^ws) 
Eighty-five homestead applications 
for land in the Rancho de Los Palos 
’Verdes have been flatly rejected by 
William Spry, commissioner of the 
j United State land office by Brainerd 
B,.. Smith, registrar of the land office 
for the southern district of California, 
following receipt of a letter from 
Commissioner Spry, written March 
27th, last. 

> Jhe latest Spanish grant raid, in so 
/ar as the federal land office is con¬ 
cerned, has ended as dismally as all 
previous ones, the most notable of 
which is the Irvine ranch in Orange 
bounty. 

: Jn his letter to Registrar Smith, 
X'nmmissioner Spry points out that: 
V^The land is within the exterior 
limits of a confirmed Mexican land 
grant known as the Rancho de Los 
Palos Verdes, surveyed by Deputy I 
Surveyar Henry Hancock in Septem¬ 
ber, 1859, which survey was approv¬ 
ed by the United States surveyor gen¬ 
eral on September' 19, 1859, and a 
patent was issued in accordance with 
the survey, June 22, 1880. 

. “The issuance of the patent divest¬ 
ed the government of all title to, and 
removed from this office all juris¬ 
diction over the land. Accordingly, 
all applications for any lands em¬ 
braced in said patent must necessa- 
dly be rejected.”

. An last week’s k^fb Mj, Wtfifett pub¬ 
lished a two-pag4 leiteiy[rath$r excit¬ 
edly and bitterly* repenting What he 
seemed to consider an attack by me, 
in my last Journal( Number 5). I do 
not care to reply to it in the same 
vein as I feel that Mr. Willett was 
hasty and impulsive and drew entirely 
wrong and unjustifiable conclusions 
from my articles in the Journal. If 
the matter of the 6 .per cent is of no 
consequence and no one lays any 
stress on it, then it has no effect aiiy- 
way. Mr. Willett has heavy burdens 
to carry and I do not wish to add to 
them, but quite the contrary have giv¬ 
en him a confidence, support and good¬ 
will that one man in a million would 
not have given him under the circum¬ 
stances. 

1 am and have been consistantly in 
favor of the land settlement plan and 
of^the creditors where they could, ap¬ 
plying their receipts to the purchase of 
their own lands and securing their 
own titles to them. 

I regret that Mr. Willett, under the 
heavy strain, jumped to hasty con¬ 
clusions and took my articles in Jour¬

The dip or angle of a vein, is esti¬ 
mated from such parts of it as are 
exposed and can be gotten at. In 
estimating the probable dip of the

E. G. Lewis may be facing invest: 
gation by the Federal Grand Jury, it 
was assumed in Atascadero Tuesday 
When A. H. Wheatley was served wit. 
a subpoena requiring him to appeal 
before the Federal Grand Jury in Lo 
Angeles, with all records of the Worn 
en’s National Publishing Company 
The subpoena demanded that he ap 
pear at 10 a. m. Wednesday, but, ar 
this was physically impossible on ac¬ 
count of the many records involved, a 
postponement was obtained. 

No direct charge has been made 
against Lewis and will not be until 
a thorough investigation by the Fed 
eral Grand Jury has shown whethe 
an indictment is justifiable or not. 1 
is presumed, although not known def¬ 
initely, that the investigation will deal 
largely with subscriptions to the Illus 
trated Review which carried oil bo 
nuses. 

Many Records 

Records required for the investiga¬ 
tion include the company books, ac 
counts, cancelled checks, all letter: 
received, all issues of the Illustrated 
Review and copies of Atascadero 
News during the time it was publisheo 
by the Women’s National Publishing 
Company. It is believed that a full 
truckload of material must be taken 
to Los Angeles. 

Service of the subpoena came as a 
distinct surprise to Atascadero, al¬ 
though residents knew that the Postal 
Department was making an investi¬ 
gation of Lewis’ activities. Circulars 
had been sent out to all the creditors 
of Lewis and it was presumed that 
the names and addresses were ob¬ 
tained from the bankruptc^schedule 
where ail are listed. 

Many of the creditors have written 
to Mr. Willett stating that they had 
received the post office circulars, and 
asked his advice. To each he declared j 
that, as good citizens of this country, J 
each creditor should reply to the cir- , 
cular by giving a truthful account of ' 
their transactions with Mr. Lewis and j 
whatever information they had at j 
their command. Mr. Willett declared : 
that the Government would deal lair- j 
ly and justly with Mr. Lewis, that it 
was an ordinary investigation and,; 
could in no way be interpretedAas per- 
secution. He had previously warned 
Lewis that he could not e^ec.t. the 
Post Office Department to ignore his j 
past activities, if he became active { 
again in his later operations.

The circulars were dated April 19 
and asked information on his old en¬ 
terprises, in addition to the Panamint 
mines and present oil developments 
Listed among the old were: Palos^ 
Verdes Loans and Subscriptions; Mai~ 
icop^Fbhr Month” Loans; One Year 
7% ‘Mile Deep” Loans; Sixty Day 
Loans; La Plant-Sunset Loans; One 
Year Maricopa Loans One Year Trans¬ 
port Oil Company Loans, for purchase 
of option; Illustrated-Review Subscrip¬ 
tions, carrying oil production bonuses, 
etc.; Atascadero Land Purchases, car¬ 
rying GROSS oil royalties, 1923. 

From the amount of data sought, it 
is evident that the Post Office De¬ 
partment has been following his oper- 
; ations closely for many months at 
least. It asks for all literature sent 
out by Lewis and that the creditors 
underline the statements which inter¬ 
ested them at the time they made the 
loans.

A COURSE IN THE 
APPRECIATION OF ARCHITECTURE 

O UR subject for this month is town planning, leaving the subject 
of city planning for another time. For the small town or sub¬ 
division is more within our scope than is the planning or rather re¬ 
planning of Los Angeles and other large cities which have been 
built on the old checkerboard plan, without thought of contours or 
convenience, or economic value of land. 

The trained landscape architect is perforce a planner of up-to-date 
subdivisions. He has studied the cities of the world; he knows what 
modern engineering can do; his job is to take all the knowledge which 
has been gained by the experience and mistakes of the past and to 
use that expert knowledge in preventing mistakes in the future. 

The accompanying plan gives more lots to the acre, more value to 
the surrounding territory and incalculably more value to each home- 
site because it looks the disadvantages of an industrial site squarely 
in the face, parks the power line district, leaves ample grounds for 
schools and pleasure parks and gives to every little homesite the 
advantages of boulevards set at an angle and all the other elements 
of beauty afforded by the most expensive suburban tracts. 

The unit in the subdivision, however, is the house itself. Every 
club in every town can see to it that good units are built there. The 
following article, written at the request of Miss Pearl Chase, Secre¬ 
tary, S. B. C. A. A., was published in the Better Homes Week supple¬ 
ment to the Santa Barbara Press of April 25, 1926. It gives a brief 
but trenchant analysis of the elemental factors to be considered in 
the application of early Californian architecture of domestic type 
to modern needs. Mr. Richard Seares was for the past ten months 
employed by the Architectural Advisory Committee of Santa Barbara 
in the rehabilitation of State street after the earthquake and the 
articulation of the new code. 

Santa Barbara has led the way by proving that good design can be 
made obligatory in any city code.: Palos Verdes has gone farther 
and proved that ugliness can be excludEd~fraiT-Trew towns and sub¬ 
urban districts. Palos Verdes has a highly paid jury of architects. 
Santa Barbara has an addition to its city inspector’s office. Pasa¬ 
dena plans to act through the Woman’s Clubs and volunteer archi¬ 
tectural advisors. Any town can pool its ideas in an exhibition of 
good architect’s photographs and designs. 

THE BUNGALOW IN SPANISH STYLE 
By Richard Seares 

T HE small house on San Andreas owned by Mrs. Larson is an ex- 
cellent example of the successful use of the Spanish style in the 
design of a modest house. The most casual passer-by will agree 
to its charm and perhaps it will even stimulate in him a mental picture 
of a proposed home of his own. Yet woe to his visionings, unless he 
lingers and studies long enough to analyze the subtleties of this appar¬ 
ently simple form of construction. Indeed, in its very simplicity lies 
its attraction. Nothing has been added to it without due reason. 
Consequently, it in no way gives the impression of pretension to 
qualities which it does not have. By this we mean that the openings 
have been logically and economically located, and ornament is used 
very sparingly, and then only to soften the lines and to direct the eye 
to the most interesting parts.

A COURSE IN THE 
APPRECIATION OF ARCHITECTURE 

O UR subject for this month is town planning, leaving the subject 
of city planning for another time. For the small town or sub¬ 
division is more within our scope than is the planning or rather re¬ 
planning of Los Angeles and other large cities which have been 
built on the old checkerboard plan, without thought of contours or 
convenience, or economic value of land. 

The trained landscape architect is perforce a planner of up-to-date 
subdivisions. He has studied the cities of the world; he knows what 
modern engineering can do; his job is to take all the knowledge which 
has been gained by the experience and mistakes of the past and to 
use that expert knowledge in preventing mistakes in the future. 

The accompanying plan gives more lots to the acre, more value to 
the surrounding territory and incalculably more value to each home- 
site because it looks the disadvantages of an industrial site squarely 
m the face, parks the power line district, leaves ample grounds for 
schools and pleasure parks and gives to every little homesite the 
advantages of boulevards set at an angle and all the other elements 
of beauty afforded by the most expensive suburban tracts. 

The unit in the subdivision, however, is the house itself. Every 
club in every town can see to it that good units are built there. The 
following article, written at the request of Miss Pearl Chase, Secre¬ 
tary* S. B. C. A. A., was published in the Better Homes Week supple¬ 
ment to the Santa Barbara Press of April 25, 1926. It gives a brief 
but trenchant analysis of the elemental factors to be considered in 
the application of early Californian architecture of domestic type 
to modern needs. Mr. Richard Seares was for the past ten months 
employed by the Architectural Advisory Committee of Santa Barbara 
m the rehabilitation of State street after the earthquake and the 
articulation of the new code.

This indeed will attract attention, but un- 1 
fortunately will not hold it. The eye is stunned by the amount of 
color and is rendered unable to find or at least appreciate the inter¬ 
esting details. Furthermore, a very light surface gives the best con¬ 
trast for the heavy shadows under the eaves and in the deep reveals i 
at the openings. This play of light and shadow should not be over- ! 
looked, as its proper use gives character to the design. Even on the ; 
bare walls alone shadows must be considered. Slight unevenness in 
the texture of the surface gives very pleasing shadow effects when the L 
sun is nearly in line with the wall. Sand or dash plaster finishes 
look hard and monotonous. Spotty “jazz” finishes, like strong colors, 
are out of place. They attract more attention than they deserve and 
soon tire the eye with their unchanging obviousness. The primitive 
workman slapped mud onto the walls of his adobe and worked it as i 
smooth as he could by eye, using his bare hands and crude trowels.

Early Discoveries

Few people would recog¬ 
nize San Pedro by that narne, 
but this harbor, when first 
discovered by Cabrillo on Oc¬ 
tober 8, 1542, was called the 
“Bay of Smokes and Fires. 

Evidently the staunch Span¬ 
ish sailors, after leaving the 
island which has since been 
named San Clemente, first j 
saw grass and brush fire 
smoke at this bay, the fire! 
pi'obably being of accidental j 
origin. 

After discovery, this port! 
and bay likely were renamed' 
in honor of one of the patron j 
Saints, as the name would in-, 
dicate. 

This is but one of the in¬ 
teresting phases which Miss

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SAN PEDRO’S NEW BACKGROUND 

PEDRO is fortunate in having for its background the 
development of the Palos Vgcdes ranch, from which the . 
site of the city was originally carved. And it is fortunate for 
the city that this work of development has been delayed to 
this time. The plans now being carried out to make the Palos 
Verdes the choicest residential section of America are attract¬ 
ing nation-wide attention which cannot fail to be reflected 
here, for fate has made San Pedro the capital of the Palos 
Verdes hills, beyond peradventure. 

As a residence section, only necessary local trade centers 
are permitted ther£, pone of which can develop beyond mere 
neighborhood demands, nor are they expected to do so. Cities 
are largely a reflection of their backgrounds and the example 
of Palos Verdes and its magnificent artistic plan cannot fail to 
exert a powerful influence on the future up-building of San 
Pedro. In fact, such results have already been experienced.

The Santa Barbara Plan 

I T IS not the policy of this magazine to publish examples of “before 
and after” pictures. There are, all around us, enough buildings 
which lack every element of the teauty which architects are prepared 
to furnish when called upon. But the architectural sections of this 
journal have no room for the ugly and commonplace. Beauty, too, is 
all around us, sometimes hidden by the commonplace buildings around 
it, sometimes neglected in the office of architects who are artists first, 
and builders, by request only. \\e are, therefore, selecting examples 
of great movements in building,* and giving our readers, and students 
of architecture in the Federation of Women’s Clubs of California, 
pictures that will help to explain the tremendous urge for better 
architecture which is finding its most explicit demand in the art sec¬ 
tions of women’s clubs on this Coast. 

The exception to our general policy which we present on this page 
is, therefore, excusable and is used because it is an example of what 
is occuring constantly all over the country today. 

Santa Barbara has added to her everlasting reputation for having 
the highest class of citizenry at command of her city government when 
that changeable part of any city has sense enough to use it. Just 
before the “late unpleasantness” of a year ago, Santa Barbara’s best 
citizens had prepared a new city code which not only embodied the 
best modern ideas which scientific research has recorded for the bene¬ 
fit of up-to-date cities, but went that scientific ideal one better and 
introduced into the code of the city a standard of good taste in archi¬ 
tecture. This had never been done before. Never before, in the 
United States at least, had a city inspector’s office been given power 
to hold up a contractor’s job until he could be given architectural 
assistance if his drawings showed that he needed it. Through all 
the months of reconstruction, therefore, every plan that came into 
the inspector’s office was scrutinized not only for defects in wiring 
or plumbing, not only for objectionable features which might offend 
the nose, but for those things which ignorant builders who know not 
the first principles of design are constantly perpetrating and thrust¬ 
ing upon the business streets of our cities to the detriment of neigh¬ 
boring property and the degradation of public taste. 

Santa Barbara has thus proved that it can be done; and even if 
that city reverts to the old “Gringo” style of architecture and fails 
to establish the name of “Estado” on her main street as a sign of 
good faith with those who have looked to her for leadership, she never¬ 
theless has set the pace and other cities are imitating her beauties 
and stealing her prestige and may still outdistance her in true Cali¬ 
fornia architecture.

E VERY large city in California is in acute 
need of more careful and thorough city 
planning. . The economic losses from

Comprehensive city planning, attacked i 
a businesslike manner, is the modern, up-to- 
date solution for these problems and, most 
of the larger cities in California have begun 
at least to organize their city plan, in i-.os 
Angeles, nearly $50,000,000 of the major 
traffic street plan adopted by vote of the 
people eighteen months ago is already or¬ 
dered or under way, out of a total program 
of about $180,000,000 of street openings, 
widenings and extensions f °und I ' ect . ss ^7 
during the next two decades. Major traffic 
street plans have also been completed and 
adopted in Santa Barbara, Portland, Oregon, 
and in a number of eastern cities. 

TO PROTECT INVESTMENTS 

Comprehensive zone ordinances to pro¬ 
tect real estate investments, with limits on 
the heights of buildings and area of lot to 
be covered, as well as on the use of property, 
are now established in a considerable num¬ 
ber of California cities. Delegates are 
here from all parts of the state. How far 
has your city gone in actually completing 
plans and carrying them into execution in 
this practical, modern businesslike way ot 
city building, which does so much to a€d to 
the general welfare, health, comfort and con¬ 
venience of everybody, protects property 
values and cuts down needless and wasteful 
expense? 

HAS YOUR CITY MADE THESE 
PLANS? 

The city plan for any city has nine im¬ 
portant parts, to be complete, with machin¬ 
ery essential to get results as follows: 

1. An official city plan commission, estab¬ 
lished by ordinance, with a substantial ap¬ 
propriation for making plans, is the first 
essential. About forty cities in Califor- 
nia now have such boards, but most of our 
commissions are as yet planless. See that 
they have the money to make the plans 
Thousands of dollars are wasted annually by 
chambers of commerce and unofficial com¬ 
mittees making plans which can have no 

official standing. . ,. • 

2. A comprehensive zoning ordinance is 

the’best foundation for successful Panning 
work, such as have been adopted in Pasa 
dena Santa Barbara and a number of other 
cities. The Los Angeles and San Francisco 
zone ordinances cover use restrictions only 
and are, therefore, incomplete and inadequate 
in the protection they give property. 

3 A comprehensive major traffic street 
plan, similar to that completed for Los An- 
e-eles Santa Barbara and one or two smaller 
cities’ in California, is the only thorough 
basis for solving traffic problems. It should 
be prepared with due relation to business

4 A comprehensive plan for unification t 

of rail lines, passenger and ^ " on I ' 

worked out by competent engineers in con 

of cost S and should bear proper relation to a 

comprehensive rapid transit extension plan 

and harbor and industrial district plans.

5. An officially established metropolitan 
nark commission, as in Tacoma, Kansas Ci y 

or Boston, with independent budget and 

jurisdiction beyond city limits. There should 
be developed with this commission a com- 
nrehensive park and parkway boulevard ex¬ 
tension plan which would in time link up 
attractively the city’s notable points of_ in¬ 
terest, and provide large parks on all sides 
of the metropolitan area. 

6. A recreation commission officially es¬ 
tablished, as in Oakland, with sufficient an¬ 
nual budget to equip, fence and keep °P e £ 
every day in the year all school and park 
playgrounds, and to furnish them with 
trained playground instructors. This board 
should have a definite comprehensive play¬

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A COURSE IN THE APPREC 

The Santa Barbara Plan 

I T IS not the policy of this magazine to publish examples of “before 
and after” pictures. There are, all around us, enough buildings 
which lack every element of the teauty which architects are prepared 
to furnish when called upon. But the architectural sections of this 
journal have no room for the ugly and commonplace. Beauty, too, is 
all around us, sometimes hidden by the commonplace buildings around 
it, sometimes neglected in the office of architects who are artists first, 
and builders, by request only. \^e are, therefore, selecting examples 
of great movements in building, and giving our readers, and students 
of architecture in the Federation of Women’s Clubs of California, 
pictures that will help to explain the tremendous urge for better 
architecture which is finding its nost explicit demand in the art sec¬ 
tions of women’s clubs on this Coast. 

The exception to our general policy which we present on this page 
is, therefore, excusable and is used because it is an example of what 
is occuring constantly all over the country today. 

Santa Barbara has added to her everlasting reputation for having 
the highest class of citizenry at command of her city government when 
that changeable part of any city has sense enough to use it. Just 
before the “late unpleasantness” of a year ago, Santa Barbara’s best 
citizens had prepared a new city code which not only embodied the 
best modern ideas which scientific research has recorded for the bene¬ 
fit of up-to-date cities, but went that scientific ideal one better and 
introduced into the code of the city a standard of good taste in archi¬ 
tecture. This had never been done before. Never before, in the 
United States at least, had a city inspector’s office been given power 
to hold up a contractor’s job until he could be given architectural 
assistance if his drawings showed that he needed it. Through all 
the months of reconstruction, therefore, every plan that came into 
the inspector’s office was scrutinized not only for defects in wiring 
or plumbing, not only for objectionable features which might offend 
the nose, but for those things which ignorant builders who know not 
the first principles of design are' constantly perpetrating and thrust¬ 
ing upon the business streets of our cities to the detriment of neigh¬ 
boring property and the degradation of public taste. 

Santa Barbara has thus proved that it can be done; and even if 
that city reverts to the old “Gringo” style of architecture and fails 
to establish the name of “Estado” on her main street as a sign of 
good faith with those who have looked to her for leadership, she never¬ 
theless has set the pace and other cities are imitating her beauties 
and stealing her prestige and may still outdistance her in true Cali¬ 
fornia architecture.

The losses from lack of proper zon¬ 
ing are also very great in California cities 
and the losses in health, comfort and con¬ 
venience of living for lack of adequate parks, 
playgrounds and other community assets ot 
this kind are matters of real concern. 

Real estate shows the most direct reflec¬ 
tion of these losses. Their prevention and 
correction is of the utmost importance to all 
Realtors and owners. . . 

Comprehensive city planning, attacked in 
a businesslike manner, is the modern, up-to- 
date solution for these problems and most 
of the larger cities in California have begun 
at least to organize their city plan. In L-os 
Angeles, nearly $50,000,000 of the major 
traffic street plan adopted by vote of the 
people eighteen months ago is already or¬ 
dered or under way, out of a total program 
of about $180,000,000 of street openings, 
widenings and extensions found necessary 
during the next two decades. Major traffic 
street plans have also been completed and 
adopted in Santa Barbara, Portland, Oregon, 
and in a number of eastern cities. 

TO PROTECT INVESTMENTS 

Comprehensive zone ordinances to pro¬ 
tect real estate investments, with limits on 
the heights of buildings and area of lot to 
be covered, as well as on the use of property, 
are now established in a considerable num¬ 
ber of California cities. Delegates are 
here from all parts of the state. How far 
has your city gone in actually completing 
plans and carrying them into execution in 
this practical, modern businesslike way ot 
city building, which does so much to a€d to 
the general welfare, health, comfort and con¬ 
venience of everybody, protects property 
values and cuts down needless and wastetul 
expense? 

HAS YOUR CITY MADE THESE 
PLANS? 

The city plan for any city has nine im¬ 
portant parts, to be complete, with machin¬ 
ery essential to get results as follows: 

1. An official city plan commission, estab¬ 
lished by ordinance, with a substantial ap¬ 
propriation for making plans, is the first 
essential. About forty cities in Cahfor- 
nia now have such boards, but most of o 
commissions are as yet planless. See that 
they have the money to make the plans. 
Thousands of dollars are wasted annually by 
chambers of commerce and unofficial com¬ 
mittees making plans which can have no 

official standing. . . • 

2 A comprehensive zoning ordinance is 
the* best foundation for successful planning 
work, such as have been adopted in Pasa- 
dena Santa Barbara and a number of other 
cities. The Los Angeles and San Francisco 
zone ordinances cover use restrictions only 
and are, therefore, incomplete and inadequate 
in the protection they give property. 

3 A comprehensive major traffic street 
plan, similar to that completed for Los An¬ 
geles Santa Barbara and one or two smaller 
cities' in California, is the only thorough 
basis for solving traffic problems. It should 
be prepared with due relation to business 


and establishment of home building compa¬ 
nies adequate to keep ahead of the demand 
for small houses on terms like rent. 

8. Civic center and educational group 
plans to provide convenient and attractive 
location of future public and semi-public 
buildings in the several groups appropriate 
for them, worked out by the city plan com¬ 
mission and other boards affected on a com¬ 
prehensive scale, as in San Francisco, Cleve¬ 
land, etc. 

9. A municipal art jury and architectural 
board of review established by charter and 
ordinance with power to pass on and check 
up the design not only of public buildings 
but of all private buildings, to see that they 
are up to a reasonably decent standard ot 
architecture, that will not depreciate their 
neighborhood. Los Angeles Municipal Art 
Commission should be strengthened and 
more municipal art commissions established 
in California. But the Architectural Board 
of Review established after the earthquake 
in Santa Barbara, which in eight months 
passed on over 1,000 buildings and succeeded 
in getting practically all of them. designed 
in Santa Barbara of “Old California archi¬ 
tecture, points the way for what should be 
done in all California cities, by municipal 
regulation of building permits, as it is now 
done'privately by restriction in Palos Verdes 
Estates, St. Francis Wood and a few other 
residential tracts in California. 

COMPOSE THE CITY PLAN 
These nine items taken together make up 
the city plan and the progress of your city 
is measured by the advance made on all ot 
them. There may be reason for the greater 
urgency or importance of one or another of 
these items locally but no city government 
has done its full quota of service to the pub¬ 
lic until every one of these nine items is 
not only well planned but definitely being 
carried into execution. 

No one city of this country has yet accom¬ 
plished all of these items of city building, 
although many city plans are now going 
forward in the several hundred cities which 
have official planning commissions. 

How far has your city gone toward ac¬ 
complishment of these nine fundamental 
steps of progress?

Board of 
final hearing 
at Sacramento June 2 6 to deter¬ 
mine the location of an outfall sew¬ 
er near Los Angeles harbor for 
the huge metropolitan sewer sys¬ 
tem which A. K. Warren, County 
Sanitary Engineer has designed to 
serve a score of communities east; 
and south of Los Angeles. \ 

The outfall would be five times, 
the size of that at Hyperion which 
now serves most of Los Angeles, 
while the entire system would cover 
a much larger area, having a pop¬ 
ulation of one million now, but in¬ 
tended to care for other millions to 
come. Its estimated cost ranges 
from about $10,000,00 already vot¬ 
ed by four sanitation districts 
and partly expended, to about $2 5,- 
000,000 should other communities 
join as expected. 

Little opposition has arisen to 
most of the plan. However, Mr. 
Warren’s proposal to build the out¬ 
fall at White’s Point near Point 
Firmin has drawn sustained fire 
from San Pedro for more than a 
year. So it is the Health Board’s 
intention to hear both sides again 
and so rule that the engineer may 
expedite construction already be¬ 
gun or look for another outfall site. 

The origin dates back to the 
Legislature’s passage of an act in 
192 3 permitting incorporated towns 
to form districts for the disposal of 
sewage. Warren’s appointment fol¬ 
lowed shortly, and in June, 1925, 
his sewer plan was laid before the 
Stale Board of Health for a permit. 

In accordance with this plan san¬ 
itation districts one, two, five and 
six have been created and voted 
upward of $10,000,000 for trunk 
lines and their proportion of the 
cost of the outfall. Three or four 
other districts are in contemplation. 

The trunk sewers were to feed 
into Harbor City where the sewage 
3 BWEni° * sewuwis*- 

They not only fought the outfall 
but said that while the bonds were 
for forty years the system was 
planned to meet population needs, 
for only twenty years, and they 
decried starting construction before 
the health board gave a permit. 

But if the White Point site were 
objectionable, the Point Firmin site 
was more so, to them. They said it 
would mean tearing up every sec¬ 
ond block for two years on Pacific 
avenue to run' a tunnel 120 feet 
deep and its proposed extension of 
only 4000 feet off shore was de¬ 
clared equally unsatisfactory. The 
Los Angeles Harbor Commission 
took the same view, fearing con¬ 
tamination of the port. 

Then the Park department and 
the Playground Commission fell into 
line. The Park Commission feared 
for Point Firmin Park and for a 
p’c-urescue ocean frontage just ac- 
ruircd for the city near White’s 
Point. The Playground Commission 
foresaw the doom of Cabrillo 
B ea ch, where a $2 50,000 recreation 
beach is projected, 
it inadv 

$1,700,000 in contemplated im¬ 
provements if the outfall is located 
at either site. 

Mr. ' Warren, however, clung to 
his conyvictions. But seeking fur¬ 
ther expert light, the county 
brought out Dr. H. G. Goodenow 
of Boston, the east’s most noted 
sanitary engineer. He sided with 
Warren. As Warren had main¬ 
tained, the sites were declared 
the most adaptable in the county 
for sewage disposal. They were on

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IE HOLLYWQOD-PALOS VERDES PARKWAY 

Sout^la^d 'will have, in the not distant future, a most 
attractive boulevard built on a scale never before at- 
^mpted in California. It is ? to. be known as, the Hollywood- 
^Palos Verdes Parkway and to connect these places* by a 300- j 
foot parked roadway from Walteria northward. A similar 
highway has been built .eastward of the main line to Torrance, 
making easy access to San Pedrans by the Western avenue 
route. The work is being pushed forward rapidly by Olmstead 
Brothers, landscape architects, and J. E. Rockhold, county 
surv^or, whb'\vcfe ordered by the county supervisors in April j 
to prepare them. Surveyors’ crews are in the field and almost 
daily conferences are being held with the larger property 
owners along the route, who have offered to donate free rights 
of way for the parkway. It is expected that the plans and 
estimates should be ready sometime during the fall, so that 
public meetings can be held by the county and the various 
cities involved. 

Owing to the fact that the property was likely to be sub¬ 
divided, a separate petition for the acquisition only of the 
320-acre park at the intersection of Rivfci'side-R.edondo boule¬ 
vard and Cypress avenue was filed in April, and after public 
hearing the supervisors have ordered this land condemned 
under the Mattoon Act. It has been named Alondra Park 
(“Park of the Lark”). 

Decision on the Mattoon Act, which is now being tested in 
the state supreme court, is expected shortly, as the ninety days 
allowed by law after submission of briefs will be up on June 

23rd. 

Not only will San Pedro and Wilmington have a short 
route to this wonderful road, which furnishes a northern outlet 
by the branch to Torrance, but another one at the same dis¬ 
tance at Walteria.

JjfiE decision of the United States : courts upholding the 
i Jr) legality of' mutual race restriction 'agreements has quickly 
ssulte^l in action in Los Angeles county.

“Situated in the county of Los Angeles, State of California, 4 
within the territory-, which is located in a southwesterly direc¬ 
tion from the city o# Lo»;Angeles, and is bounded on the fforth 
by the center line of Manchester avenue, extendedJwiSterly to 
the city’limits' of El Segundo; and bounded on . the east by 
Main street and Harbor boulevard; bounded on tl4 south by 
the south line of Township 4, south, S. B. B. & M.; aftd bounded 
on the west by the Pacific ocean, saving and excepting there¬ 
from the portions of said territory included within the city 
limits of the incorporated cities of Hermosa Beach. Manhattan 
Beach and El Segundo.”

Th<*-new owner has spent almost 
$ 60,000 on a network of roads and 
is .yaking his little empire the 
largj^t^aal estate development of 
recemffyears In Los Angeles coun¬ 
ty. The former New York bank 
president Is’ now president of the 
San Pedro chamber of commerce, 
a post he accepted at the urgence 
of local business men and to the 
duties, of which he gives, much of 
his time. 

In fact, the writer found Mr.

“I washed a lot of time making 
money in my earlier years,” he 
said, “apd I gave up so much time 
trying'to j put sense into the con-, 
duct' of public affairs that I want 
to utilize every minute to advance 
projects here that will be of last¬ 
ing benefit to humanity.

He said he had no pressing in¬ 
terest in affairs at Washington, 
hut he did pause to state that 
“there has been a lot of waste 
talk over the so-called World 
Court." 

“By fussing over something* that’ 
doesn’t mean anything,” he said, 
‘the politicians are obscuring real 
problems that our government 
nust. solve if the people are to 
enjoy continued • prosperity.'* 

Mr. Vanderlip doesn’t play golf 
now. He doesn’t have time, but 
he is in the pink of condition from 
tramping the hills and d^Jes of his 
great estate. As he concluded his 
talk with the .writer he strode 
away for a 10 -mile walk over the 
hills to see that the right kind of 
plumbing was being put into his 
new home.

Palos Verdes has planned five towns 
and when one buys a lot on a business 
street he buys a facade to go with it. 
Thus the plaza or street is made har¬ 
monious instead of a hit or miss conglom¬ 
eration. 

Below is a map of this peninsula—the 
turning point on our Coast and, we hope, 
in our town planning. 

Notable, too, is San Clemente, a town 
now being laid out on the Coast below 
San Juan Capistrano by Mr. Ole Hanson, 
who studied the work being done by the 
reconstructionists of Santa Barbara and 
decided to buy a tract of unoccupied land 
and there lay out a town to be made from 
the beginning in harmonious architecture. 

He chose the stucco or Spanish style 
because that is the logical house to build 
here where we have no forests. Then he 
invited the Consultant in Design of the 
Committee on Reconstruction in Santa 
Barbara, Mr. J. Wilmer Hershey, to give 
the benefit of his experience and talent to 
building a week-end town at San Cle¬ 
mente which' should have the great ad¬ 
vantage of being planned in the begin¬ 
ning to be rightly constructed instead of 
having to suffer an earthquake before it 
changed its building code to suit Califor¬ 
nia conditions. 

Houses make a town, no matter how 
well it is planned to begin with. We are, 
therefore, extending this course to study 
the indigeneous architecture of California, 
in the hope that the example of the women 
of Santa Barbara will be followed by all 
the Women’s Clubs of California and the 
study of the elements of beauty in arch¬ 
itecture be made the foundation of all

A COURSE IN THE APPECIATION OF ARCHITECTURE 


T OWN and city planning has 
beer, called by Miss Gere, m 
her outline for this course, “The 
Architect’s Greatest Problem.” 

It is indeed the greatest problem 
that Southern California has to 
study and solve with dispatch. 

For architects seldom have an 
opportunity to plan a town. That 
work is done by realtors befoie 
the architect is called in. Grid¬ 
iron streets are laid out, boule¬ 
vards are lined with common¬ 
place shops and all chance for a 
beautiful village is lost before 
architects have anything to say 
about it. A town which grows 
naturally, with a village store 
and postoffice for its center, will 
often grow beautiful at the same 
time; but a town that is forced 
by subdividers who wish to realize 
on their investment is commer¬ 
cialized from its birth and never 
gets over it. 

There is a wav to plan a town „ .. •, 

so that its public buildings will be aqually convenient for all who 
live within the circle of its influence. This plan must be worked 
out by men and women who are willing to think the thing thiougn

It speeds condemnation proceedings by allowing 
the county to condemn property, use it as required without 
delay, file a bond to assure payment for the property and 
then, if necessary, get a court appraisal to decide what 
the payment should be. 

Under the Mattoon act payment on bonds for an im¬ 
provement may be extended over 30 years with no pay¬ 
ments on the principal for five years after the bonds are 
issued. Thus the cost of an improvement will be met 
by increased valuation of the property during the five- 
year period. 

The most farsighted men in Los Angeles County are 
actively espousing the Hollywood-Palos Verdes parkway 
plan. Tentative specifications bring the highway through 
Torrance. The highway most certainly will be con^ 
structed. It will be one of the finest in the whole wmjro.

The road, which cost $750,000 
to construct, was made possible 
through the efforts of Frank A. 
Vanderlip, national authority on 
finance, and now a resident of 
Southern California, making his 
home at Palos Verdes. 

The road parallels the shoreline 
for nearly 20 miles and bisects the 
developed section of Palos Verdes. 
Notable among the architectural ex¬ 
amples there are the home of Fred¬ 
erick Law Olmstead, landsctfTne 
arcKitect, the Malaga Cove 
building and La Venta inn. 


The recent upholding of the Mat- 
toon act by the California supreme 
court is one of the most important 
events affecting the re^l estate in¬ 
dustry in recent years, according 
to Jay Lawyer, general manager of 
Palos Verdes Estates.

The closing of a deal last week for the loca¬ 
tion of the Ford Motor Company's manufactur¬ 
ing and assembling plant at Long Beach-Los An¬ 
geles Harbor, Is described by harbor folk as 
the "break," or forerunner of many industrial 
and marine establishments expected to locate 
near the water front. 

, she. just northwest of the bridge connect¬ 
ing Wilmington with Terminal Island, covers 
only forty acres of 600 owned by the Union Pa- 
i cifle, all of which have been laid out for the 
attraction of industries. Several other impor¬ 
tant projects are reported taking form, but tho 
railway official* are reticent about revealing the 
negotiations. 

Maps of the tract oh- which the railroad com¬ 
pany s engineers have been working several years 
disclose plans for four slips, running from the 
Ford si‘e to that of the Pacific Coast Steel 
Company and all in Long Beach. All branch 
; off Cerritos Channel and the easterly one ox- 
; tendB almost to Anaheim Boulevard ^with a 
1 length of almost a mile. The three shorter slips 
would have a length of 1200 feet each. 

The maps call for transit sheds on each aide 
of tlio slips, with trucking space on one side 
and railway tracks on both sides of the sib's, 
and generous switching yards on the margins 
of the tract. A score or blocks of ten or more 
acres each have been laid out north of the 
slips for other Industrie's not needing water 
front, but each served by a railway track and 
a truck highway 

The Union Pacific holds title to 600 water¬ 
front acres, much of which Is on the Los Ange¬ 
les side of tho barber, for the ultimate loca¬ 
tion of Industry. The city of Los Angeles owns 
an equal acreage In that vicinity, on which the 
hurbor department is contemplating more liberal 
lease terms for the attraction of pay-roll plants, 
and the city of Long Beach is reclaiming sev¬ 
eral hundred acres near its entrance channel for 
similar development.

PREACHING ANARCHY 

EDITOR, THE RECORD: An hour before I could 
not have been ^persuaded than an anarchist would 
be permht^d ttf trfffi. from a powerful broadcasting 
station iA this city. \ But it has happened. 

Burr McIntosh of Palos Verd es ended a talk at 7 
the other evening, advocating the dethronement of 
law, and the substitution of rails, tar and feathers, 
to.be administered to men or women who undertake 
to distribute reading matter in the United States; 
specifically, with reference to Southern California. 

The merits of the literature, in this instance, sup¬ 
posed to be in support of sovietism or communism, 
and therefore in opposition to what we are pleased 
to call the established order, constitute no part of 
this discussion. If it is, as McIntosh intimated, 
seditious, we have duly authorized law and police 
power to take care of the matter. McIntosh con¬ 
fesses that he does not believe in law and order. I 
do, and cannot therefore recommend rail, tar and 
feathers, his own prescription, to deal with him. 

But I do believe that the text of this supposed 
seditious literature should be made public, that the 
people may judge of its character; and that any 
citizen may be in a position to refute its arguments, 
McIntosh having his chance with the rest, under 
the Constitution that he has flouted in my hearing 
and that of many thousands. ARTHUR GEO£ 
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More than 2500 automobiles used

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Balance Should 
Between Laxity and Restraint. 
Harvard Law Dean Declares 


A close study of the whole ma¬ 
chinery of criminal justice with a 
view to fixing on some stable point 
equally distant between extreme 
laxity and extreme restraint was ad¬ 
vocated by Dean Roscoe Pound of 
the Harvard University law school 
in an address before the Los An¬ 
geles institute of public affairs at 
the University of California in Los 
Angeles last night. 

Dean Pound declared that crim¬ 
inal law and the administration of 
criminal justice are the weakest 
points in our judicial system. He 
pointed out that history shows the 
administration of criminal justice 
has swung back and forth between 
extreme leniency toward the indi¬ 
vidual and extreme restraint of his 
actions. 

Dean Pound said that most of the 
problems that prevent an immedi¬ 
ate readjustment of the situation 
are inherent. They have come down 
through history, and any change 
that has been proposed has been 
fought to the last ditch. 

PLANNING PROGRAM 

Nine important parts of a prac¬ 
tical city planning program were 
outlined yesterday by Charles 
Cheney, city planner for Palo* 
Verdes Estates, in an address be- , 
foi-n the Institute. Mr. Cheney’s 
address was one of several on 
municipal affairs that will be given 
during the five days the institute 
remains in session. 

Mr. Cheney declared that within 
ten years the problems of planning 
a city will be so well understood 
that a commission will have been 
appointed to pass on the appear¬ 
ance as well as the safety of every 
house that is built. 

“An independent city planning 
commission should be appointed as 
the very first step,” Mr. Cheney 
said. “The commission should not 
be elected, but should be appointed. 
The second great consideration is 
for a suitable zoning program. Busi¬ 
ness, residence and industrial build¬ 
ings must be placed in areas to 
themselves. 

“The third important part is the 
formation of a major traffic street 
plan. 

ARCHITECT TALKS 

Mr. Cheney’s address was fol¬ 
lowed by a talk by Myron Hunt, 
architect. During the morning ses¬ 
sion of the institute Dr. Miller 
McClintock. director of the Albert 
Russell Ersldne bureau of traffic re¬ 
search of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, talked on the traffic prob¬ 
lems of Los Angeles. At a round¬ 
table discussion there was a pre¬ 
liminary survey of the Chinese situ¬ 
ation led by Malbone W. Graham 
Jr. of the University of California.

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Although building in the Pacific Southwest for the first six months 
of 192 6 fell twenty-one millions short of that for the corresponding 
period last year, the record for the cities outside Los Angeles held 
up close to the figures for the first half of 1925. For the first half 
of the current year forty-seven cities, including Los Angeles, reported 
building permits issued with an estimated valuation of $122,642,627, 
as compared with $143,,689,201 for the corresponding period last 
year. Forty-six cities outside, Los Angeles reported permits issued 
during the first six months of 1926 with an estimated valuation of 
$59,481,232, as compared with $60,513,744 for the corresponding 
period in 1925. 

In the reports for the first half of the year no segregation of 
monthly records is made. An idea of the trend of building through 
this period may be obtained, however, from the following previously 
published reports by months with the records for both 1926 and the 
previous year:

E of Torrance, director of the Southwest 
Parks and Parkways Improvement Association, has 
prepare^ an article on the proposed Hollywood-Palos Verdes 
Parkway', stressing particularly the significance of this 
highway to Torrance. Mr. Page’s article follows: 

This thoroughfare will not be a boulevard but a real 
parkway—just the same as if you were driving between 
two beautiful parks all the way from Hollywood to the 
Pacific ocean and to the entrance to the Palos Verdes 
Estates. This parkway will be 25 miles long and 225 feet 
wide, and it will actually occupy approximately 640 acres 
of land. There will be a drive or speedway in the center 
of the parkway about 80 feet wide. On each side of 
this drive or speedway there will be a parkw'ay or strip 
of land planted in trees, shrubbery and flowers. Next 
there will be a bridle trail for those who enjoy horseback 
riding. Then there will be another strip of land or park¬ 
way on each side, properly landscaped and beautified. Next 
on each side there will be a paved roadway to serve the 
magnificent homes along this parkway, and there will be 
plenty of these homes. 

There is nothing in California at this time to compare 
with this projected parkway in magnificence, beauty and 
usefulness; and there are few parkways in the United 
States that will equal and none that will surpass it. 

The work will be done under the acquisition and im¬ 
provement act sponsored by Mr. Mattoon. The legality of 
this act has been established by the Supreme Court of the 
State of California, and there is now no question as to 
its validity. 

This pai'kway is being sponsored by the Community 
Development Association, with Mr. Henry O’Melveney in 
charge. This association is composed of five leading news¬ 
papers of Los Angeles and some of the most progressive 
and influential citizens of Los Angeles. The plans for the 
parkway are now being prepared by Olmstead Brothers, 
who are nationally known city planning experts and land¬ 
scape gardeners. 

About four and one-half miles of this parkway will 
be in Torrance and many of us are interested in the cost 
of it. Estimates of the cost are now being prepared and 
everyone interested will be advised before the actual con¬ 
struction begins. It may be said now that the cost to the 
I property owners in our district will be much lower than 
in the district to the north of us. It is also proper to say 
now that this assessment will be spread over a period of 
80 years at a low rate of interest and will not be burden- 
isome. The proposed assessment district begins at 114th 
'street and extends through Torrance to the Pacific ocean 
between Redondo Beach and the Palos Verdes Estates and 
contains approximately 28,000 acres of land. Most of

No flats, apartments, 
duplexes, house-courts or stores are per¬ 
mitted in the single-family neighbor¬ 
hoods, but only at a* very limited con¬ 
venient centers where- they have been 
designed to be as much out of the way 
Of the strictly Lome neighborhoods as 
possible. The four principal communi¬ 
ties of Malaga Cove, Lunada Bay, 
Valmonte and Miralesta have small busi¬ 
ness centers, about two miles apart, 
where a few blocks of necessary stores, 
garages, and service stations, may be 
located. Adjoining them are blocks open 
to apartment houses, hotels and house- 
courts. The number and kind of these 
buildings have been limited, and the 
project will control their architectural 
design in such a way to make them dis¬ 
tinctive, attractive, and convenient with¬ 
out in any way detracting from the fine 
and extensive residential neighborhood 
surrounding them. 

No billboards, advertising signs or for

tries, asylums, and nuisance businesses 
are not prohibited; no trees more than 
twenty feet in height may be cut down 
without the consent of the Park and 
Recreation Board. Home owners are 
obliged to erect their garages in locations 
that will prove least obstructive and 
objectionable to adjoining property own¬ 
ers; and every possible precaution has 
been taken to preserve the views of 
oceans and mountains and to increase 
the natural beauty of the land with trees 
and shrubbery, and to make sure that 
the home of no resident can ever be 
damaged by an unsightly or undesirable 
structure. Nearly every structure that 
rises in Palos Verdes is exactly the type 
of structure that the Spaniards would 
have built when they first came to 
California.

Careful Planning and Protective Restrictions 
Attract National Attention 


T O SATISFY modern demands for 
beauty in home surroundings, 
communities must either be 
planned wisely at their inseption, or 
they must eventually be made over at 
great expense. Often with older com¬ 
munities only the latter course is pos¬ 
sible. Seeming exceptions may be 
noted. For instance, Orange Grove 
avenue, in Pasadena, seems to the or¬ 
dinary observer to leave little to be 
desired in the way of beauty. Sierra 
Madre seems to have an unplanned 
beauty peculiarly its own. There are 
parts of Santa Monica, green and cool 
with municipal beauty’s first essential, 
trees, which delight not only the eye 
but the heart. 

But surely no man can say that any 
beautiful community simply happened. 
There is a plan to be found some¬ 
where back of every satisfactory res¬ 
idential section. The plan may have 
been in the minds of the subdividers, 
or of the city fathers; or the plan 
may have been only a vague com¬ 
munal desire in the minds of the resi¬ 
dents. 

Plans which are vague or hastily 
made will not suffice for the founda¬ 
tion of anything like permanent city 
beauty. Our civilization moves too 
fast for that. Streets which would 
accomodate a hundred horses and a 
dozen motor cars cannot be stretched 
to carry ten thousand cars an hour. 
Parks which offered spacious recrea¬ 
tion grounds to a thousand people are 
crowded beyond pleasure and beyond 
beauty when twenty thousand must 
use them. The unhappy fact of the 
matter is that cities nowadays should 
be planned by an all-wise combination 
of engineers and seers.

The report of selection of the 
Burkhart site is borne out by 
the advantageous location of the 
tract mentioned as the site and 
by plans of the corporation to 
cut down the hill portion west 
of the San Pedro-Wilmington 
road to offer a level industrial 
site with waterfront connections. 

This plan included the cutting 
down of the cactus-covered hills 
overlooking the west basin from 
the west side of the San Pedro- 
Wilmington road and distribu¬ 
tion of the earth thus excavated 


on low areas to the west along 
the Lomita road. With the hills 
cut down, a grade-level site on 
both sides of the boulevard ex¬ 
tending to the west basin on the 
east would make a most de¬ 
sirable site for the General Mo¬ 
tors plant. The plant on this 
location, too, would be advan¬ 
tageously situated for obtaining 
electric power either from the 
municipal system or the Edison 
Company. 

Details of the General Motors’ 
plans have not been made pub¬ 
lic, but it is understood that the 
factory will be an assembly plant 
employing 18,000 workmen.

Powerless to prosecute the culprits 
because Federal statutes do not pro¬ 
hibit the filing of homestead en¬ 
tries upon any land within the na¬ 
tion’s boundaries, Register Smith ap¬ 
pealed to Prosecutor Frledlander to 
stop the loss to gullible citizens and 
bring to trial the guilty persons. 

INVESTIGATORS TO WATCH 

In response to the Federal offi¬ 
cial’s request. Prosecutor Frledlander 
ordered a city Investigator stationed 
in the land office with instructions 
to Interrogate all applicants for 
homesteads in Spanish grants and set 
other investigators to work obtain¬ 
ing evidence from those who already 
have lost their money. 

Additional co-operation to bring 
about the arrest of guilty persons 
was extended to Frledlander by A. A. I 
Wilhelm, chief of the field division ! 
of the Interior Department in South¬ 
ern California, who spent two months 
Inquiring into the title onslaught 
made two years ago upon the Irvine 
Ranch near Orange. Wilhelm's find¬ 
ings were that the ranch, composed 
of two grants known as the Lomas 
de Santiago and San Joaquin, re¬ 
sulted in an outright loss of more 
than $100,000 to citizens of Los An¬ 
geles, San Diego, Santa Monica and 
Long Beach. 

Successive appeals by applicants to 
the Commissioner of the Land Office,

ji^u'charges filed against some of those who are responsible 
for the filing of claims on some of the old California ranchos 
with the contention that they are still government land. 

Threats like these have been made before and nothing 
has come from them excepting to lodge a few men in jail 
and then never bring their cases to trial. 

It seems to us that what needs to be done is for every¬ 
one to join hands and carry the question of the legality of 
■ the title to some of the old land grabs up to the Supreme 
1 Court in order that once and for all every trace of doubt 
may be removed. 

We have read the briefs of those who contend that some 
of these large tracts were fraudulently and illegally obtained 
and are therefore still public domain and subject to being 
filed upon. 

We have read also the contention of the land department 
and the department of the Interior that the issuing of a 
government patent on these lands settles once for all the 
question of the private title to them. 

That one large California ranch contains 29,000 acres 
stolen through a fraudulent survey is one of the many 
charges of fraud and false titles which those fighting the bat¬ 
tles for the claim filers have lodged in their effort to open 
up territory involved in early land grabs. 

That title 'to stolen property can never be confirmed is 
one of the contentions of those whose legal battle has un¬ 
questionably inspired many to file claims on what has now 
become immensely valuable land. 

That by a special act of Congress the method of confirm¬ 
ing or denying title to these land grabs was prescribed and 
that in conformity therewith patents were issued to the lands 
now being filed upon and that these patepts preclude any 
further contest is the position of the Department of the In¬ 
terior. • 

Which side i* right and which side is wrong it is diffi¬ 
cult for one to say—and just as useless as it is difficult. 

But certainly a Supreme Court decision would settle the 
whole discussion and it seems to us that steps should be 
taken that will lead toward that decision. 

Certainly nothing should be left undone that will help in 
removing all question about the legality of title to such es¬ 
tates as the Irvine, P alos VeEd &s.and Rindge ranches.

ILLEGALLY, CLAIM SETTLERS 

East YloilywdotT Residents Whose Applications to 
“Homestead” Public Domain Are Rejected Ap¬ 
peal Cases to Department of the Interior to Gain 
Citizen’s Rights. 


In all newspaper articles refer 
ring to reputable citizens as 
“raiders,” who are undertaking to 
exercise their constitutional rights 
in filing upon what they believe to 
be public domain of the United 
States, the lands in question are 
referred to as Spanish 'grants, but 
as a matter of fact the grants in 
question were fradulently fabri¬ 
cated and antedated by Pio Pico, 
or other Mexican governors, either 
contrary to the Mexican law or to 
the treaty engagements between 
the United States and Mexico, or 
both. 

Much stress is laid upon the 
fact that a commission which was 
appointed in 1851 passed upon the 
validity of certain legal and illegal 
lan dgrants, but the commission 
of 1851 was'charged with having 
judicial knowledge of the Mexican 
law which prohibited the execution 
of any grant of any Mexican terri¬ 
tory by any governor of any state, 
or by any official of the Republic, 
without the prior consent of the 
, Supreme Government of Mexico; 
and said commission was required 
“to be governed by the Treaty, 
Law of Nations, the laws, usages, 
and customs of the government 
from which the claim was derived, 
the principles of equity, and the 
decisions of the Supreme Court of 
the United States,” so far as they 
were applicable; and this being 
true, the commission could not 
legally confirm any grant not 
made in strict compliance with

of both the United States and 
Mexico..: therefore, it follows that 
if through intentional fraud, mis¬ 
representation, inadvertence, de 




fiance of law, or ignorance of 
treaty obligations, said commission 
undertook to confirm an invalid, 
fraudulent, fictitious, fabricated, 
antedated, alleged grant issued 
without authority and contrary to 
the law of the granting nation, 
and therefore being a nullity, such 
confirmation by said commission 
could add no validity, convey no 
title, nor would such confirmation 
create a valid Mexican grant. 

All of the lands that have been 
attacked by the so-called “raiders” 
are within ten leagues of the sea 
and are entirely within the pro¬ 
hibited zone and are supported by 
no legal authority and no official 
record, and the grants that are 
purported to have been made are 
therefore null and void, and have 
not now and never have had any 
legal existence. 

From a brief filed before the 
Department of the .Interior, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., in the Palos Verdes 
caseT^Huring the month of Novem¬ 
ber, 1926, we quote the follow¬ 
ing: 

“Adams and others, who claim 
with him, made a noffer on Janu¬

Owen C. Coy of the history depart¬ 
ment, University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

It is the giaupjpus surrounding these 
languorous Spanish names that 
appeals to the tourist as strongly as 
California's vaunted climate and 
scenery, this expert declares,.^adding 
that “the Spanish supplemented the 
beauties of California places by the 
beauties of the name-gilded lilv 
and making it more beautiful.’* 

Disagreeing with Shakespeare, 
Prof. Coy believes that while “a 
rose by any other name would 
smell as sweet,” Playa del Rey, for 
instance, sounds a whole lot better 
by that name than it would by the 
English equivalent, King’s Beach. 

HINT OF EXOTIC 

Just imagine, he suggests, if Car- 
penteria, which prosaically means 
‘ carpenter shop,’* was called by that 
name in English, or worse still, 
Gooch’s Junction. Prof. Coy de¬ 
clares that its residents would at 
once lose the pleasant hint of the 
exotic that the liquid Spanish word 
gives and he believes that the town 
itself would seem less beautiful to 
them.

Board of Health asserted in a re- 
nort read at a hearing here today 
before President George Ebright of 
the board. 

Called for the purpose of deter- 
I mining a proper location for the 
| new outfall sewer, the hearing was 
attended by representatives of sev¬ 
eral communities and organizations, 
including the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce, the city of Long 
Beach, the San Pedro Chamber of 
Commerce, the city of Los Angeles 
and the Los < Angeles .municipal 
playground and park commissions. 

The ordinal application for a lo¬ 
cation 2260 feet off White Point, 
at the edge of the Palos Verdes 
estates, was supplanted today by 
an amended application proposing 
to carry the end of the sewer 5000 
feet offshore. In recommending 
against this location the board’s 
engineers agreed with Professor 
Charles Gilman Hyde of Berkeley, 
consulting engineer for the San 
Pedro Chamber of Commerce. 

Hyde in addition recommended 
that the locatifm be changed to a 
point off Badger avenue, on Ter¬ 
minal island, and that the end of 
the sewer bo 17,500 feet offshore, 
which would place it four and one- 
half miles from Long Beach and 
three miles from Point Firmin, or 
any other land, and outside of the 
proposed extension of the San 
Pedro breakwater. 

This was vigorously opposed, 
however, by the Long Beach delega¬ 
tion, which advoates approval of the 
White Point application and op¬ 
poses any location east of Point 
Firmin. 

Considerable testimony remained 
to be heard when the hearing aftL 
journed until 2 p. m. /

PASADENA, Deo. 29.*—“I will not 
favor Stanford’s taking part in any 
more New Year’s Day games, at least 
until the Rose Bowl has been en¬ 
larged,” said Alfred R. Masters, grad¬ 
uate manager of athletics who has 
teen in charge of the football ticket 
kle today.. His intimation that Pas- 
flena may lose the annual classic so 
(r as Stanford is concerned unless 
-^eps are taken to raise the seating 
Opacity was made in the course of a 
statement on the ticket scalping. 

.‘‘Conditions are too unsatisfactory 
with such small seating capacity,” he 
said. “We have had to return more 
than $100,000 to those who applied 
for seats; this was in addition to the 
envelopes returned unopened. The 
last money went back today.” 

Masters admitted his investigations 
indicate therrf is considerable ticket 
scalping going on. , 

“If anyone who Is offered ft ticket 
for $25 or any other amount over 
the face value, will purchase the 
ticket and turn in the name and ad¬ 
dress of the seller to us, we will give 
him the surplus paid,” he said. “We 
will do this lu order to obtain evi¬ 
dence against the scalpers. Selling 
tickets at an advance without ob¬ 
taining a Federal license Is a crim¬ 
inal offense.” 

Ten Federal inspectors will be op¬ 
erating at the Rose Bowl to pick up 
any scalpers incautious enough to 
show up there, and others are out 
trying to trace the scalpers, who are 
particularly pernicious in Hollywood, 
he said. , , A . 

“We have received a complaint from 
the secretary of a screen actor that 
he was told by telephone he would 
not get tickets and was offered some 
at $25 each.” said Masters. “The ac¬ 
tor at that time had, not received 
his money back and was at a loss 
to understand how the scalper knew 
that his application had been turned 
down. I have questioned everybody 
connected with the sale and am satis¬ 
fied there was no leak here. We have 
had plenty of other complaints about 
scalpers and are anxious to catch 
some of them.” 

Masters said applications for 1000 
seats ei.ch.were received from the Blit- 
more and the Los Angeles Athletic 
Club and were turned down. Stan¬ 
ford alumni and students took 30,000 
seats, he said. 

“A football game under such condi¬ 
tions is too unsatisfactory,” he said.

Weather Bureau Pi-edicts 
Higher Temperature; 
Little Damage to Crops 

The siege of cool weather which Los 
Angeles and Southern California have 
been experiencing appeared definite¬ 
ly at an end last night. 

Moderate temperatures, the Weath¬ 
er Bureau predicted, will give the 
city & more comfortable feeling to¬ 
day. The weather will be fair. The 
official government thermometer 
touched 46 deg. above aero for the 
day’s low yesterday but shot up to 
68 for the day’s highest temperature. 

A minor earthquake shock at Re¬ 
dondo, Palos Verde s and San Pedro 
also was "'reported, but whether It 
actually was a temblor could not be 
determined. However, residents in 
these communities reported that 
windows rattled and shook and that 
their homes quivered slightly at 
about 4:25 p.m. The shock lasted 
for several seconds, they said. 

The cool wave, it was explained at 
the Weather Bureau, has moved east¬ 
ward, although thin ice was again 
reported in Imperial Valley. 

A general survey by the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange brought a 
statement from E. G. Dezell, general 
manager, that little if any damage 
was done to citrus and other crops 
during the cool spell. In low places, 
now equipped for firing, there may 
have been a little damage, he said, 
but nearly all reports indicate the 
crops were not affected. 

PORTERVILLE GROWERS

PORTERVILLE, Dec. 29.—No relief 
from the cold spell is promised by 
the weather man, who predicts gen¬ 
erally fair weather with frost to¬ 
morrow morning.
